said. 
"I have bc!ievv' that vis-

"Mr. Bryan secnvd to 
dislike 


especially my objecting to his unit- 
ing religion to a 'discredited scien- 
tific hypothesis.' 1 think that the 
history of the church gives good 
ground for my objection.

fifteenth century • 
nle.wero told 


that the doctrine "f a round world 
was 'atheistic,' and a century or so 


later the Copernian astronomy was 
called 'atheistic.' In the nineteenth 
century evolution in like manner 
was called 'atheistic' by 
men of 


whom Mr, Bryan is a belated fol- 
lower. 


"Did such teachings help relig- 


ion in the past, and is there any 
good reason to 
think that Mr 


Bryan'will succeed where his pre- 
decessory have failed dismally dur- 
ing four centuries?" 


President Birge's letter follows:

My dear Mr. Worcester: 


Th^re was printed in th'J Capital 


Times of February 7 a long letter 
from Mr. Bryan, largely devoted to 
my alleged errors regarding relig- 
ion. 


You know my religious ideas, as 


your predecessors in the First Con- 
gregational 
Church have -known 


them for the past Qrty years; but 
since I am and have long been an 
officer of the "church, and since Mr. 
Bryan's criticisms obviously assail 
my right to such ap osition, I think 
it not improper for me to send you 
this statement. I am sorry that it 
is long, but it is difficult to be brief 
when one tries to set forth relig- 
ious beliefs which have been ,cen- 
tral in thought and action for many

OHN A, JOHNSON, on a plea of guilty to a charge of murder in the 


first degree, was sentenced by thj Municipal Court of Dane County to 


State Prison for life on Sept. 13, 1911. On Sept. 14, 1921, I appointed 
Hon. Rufus B. Smith as Commissioner to take the testimony on Johnson's 
•application for a pardon. A public hearing was conducted by Commis- 
sioner Smith. On Dec. 13, 1921, Commissioner Smith submitted his report. 
Court proceedings were had in relation to the commission of the offense 
,,for which Johnson was sentenced, against another party. Such party was 
idischarged upon entering a plea "that the statute of limitations barred 
prosecution by reason of the provisions of section 4629.

Hie Railroad Question 


T 


HE "Story of the Railroads" as .told 
by former Director-General William 


G. McAdoo in his testimony before the 
Interstate Commerce Committee of the 
Senate, was an emphatk and dramatic 
refutation of the criticism directed at his 
administration of the 
transportation 


lines during 1918—the critical period of 
the war. Not only did he knock his 
critics into a cocked hat but he demon- 
strated that it was the efficient control 
and operation of the roads by the Gov- 
ernment that made possible the short 
and decisive victory by promptly supply- 
ing the needs of the allies in the great- 
est crisis of the whole conflict. 


One great outstanding fact of interest 


to shippers and to taxpayers generally is 
that since the roads were returned to 
their owners, based on statistics avail- 
able to November 1, 1921, THEY HAVE 
COST THE PUBLIC AT THE RATE OF 
$667,296,772 PER 
ANNUM 
MORE 


THAN UNDER FEDERAL CONTROL. 


Properly divided into three periods— 


the pre-Federal control period, the Fed- 
eral control period, and the post-Federal 
control period, and reduced to its vital 
essentials of facts and figures of record, 
Mr. McAdoo'a testimony may be sum- 
marized M follows: 


The collapse of the railroads in the fall 


of 1917 under the burden of war traffic 
had almost out the line of coxnnranica- 
tion between the American army at the 
front and its base of supplies in this 
country. The weakness of the railroads 
made them the strongest ally of the 
German Kaiser. 


THE RAILROADS WERE OPERAT- 


ING IN 1917 WITH THE §AME EQUIP- 
MENT THEY HAD IN 1915, which ac- 
counts for th« congestion of traffic and 
breakdown in transportation in the fall 
of 1916 as well as a year later. In the 
fall of 1917,; the condition of traffic, par- 
ticularly in the East had reached a point 
of almost complete congestion. 


Under the Railroad, War Board, ap- 


pointed immediately after our entrance 
into the war, the conditions of the rail- 
roads grew steadily worse, despite the 
activities of its members. 


Not only did the roads lack equipment 


in order to function effectively, but they 
lacked the money or credit to get it. The 
passenger traffic was as badly demoral- 
ized as .the freight traffic. 


"This breakdown did not occur over 


night," says Mr. McAdoo. "It resulted 
not alone from lack of unification, but 
from the impaired .physical condition of 
the roads extending over a period of 
years, and from long deferred mainte- 
nance and improvements." 


Such was the deplorable condition of 


the railroads on January 1, 1918 when 
William G. McAdoo took over their di- 
rection under Federal control. 


What authority other than Mr. Mc- 


P«d machine, ai th«y now claim they 
were, 3,902 locomotive! and 159,066 
freight caw." 


The Board also reported that "the 


railroads are finding it increasingly dif- 
ficult to keep their equipment in repair 
on account of the shortage of skilled 
labor, etc." 


Mr. Rea in a letter to Director General 


McAdoo, Jan. 9, 1918, in answer to a 
complaint of his failure to get a,larger 
transportation output, wrote: 


"Until severe weather occurred we 


handled 30 percent more .traffic 
with 


practically the same railroad plant as in 
1915. 


The demoralization of passenger traf- 


fic is shown by a check on the arrival 
and departure of trains at the Washing- 
ton Terminal, which was typical of other 
stations, for Dec. 1917, when there were 
2,340 arrivals and departures on time 
and 4,511 late, making total delays »-on 
all trains in the one month of eight 
months, 15 days and 15 hours. 
' • 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 


en Dec. 1, 1917, submitted to Congress a 
special report on the critical railway sit- 
uation which faced the country. Of this 
report Commissioner Aitcheson said: 


"The conclusion which we all reached 


was that existing conditions were intol- 
erable and constituted a ^menace to pub- 
lic safety." 


Samuel Rea, President of the Pennsyl- 


vania system, said before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, March 22, 1917: 


"We realize that the condition of the 


railroads today presents a menace to the 
country, not alone to the owners of the' 
property, but as affecting directly the in- 
ternational situation." 
' 


When Mr. McAdoo took control as Di- 


rector General Jan. 1, 1918 there were 
145 cars of freight in excess of normal 
in the territory east of Chicago and St. 
Louis and north of the Ohio and Poto- 
mac Rivers—an evidence of extraordin- 
ary congestion in that territory. 


On Jan. 1, 1918 there were 942 less lo- 


comotives in the service than on June 
30, 1914 three and a half years previous. 


Senator Cummina/~Chairman of the 


Interstate Commerce Committee

Feb. 11, 1918, filed a minority report on 
the bill known as the Federal Control 
Act, in which he said:

The total amount advanced by the Railroad 


Administration to the corporations for capital 
expenditure* during Federal control was $1,- 
144,681,582. 


After stating that the number of locomotives 


only on roads having 100 or more at tha begin- 
ning of Federal control was 58,309 and that at 
the end of Federal control 66,100, and from 
other tables. concerning equipment and repairs, 
Mr. McAdoo makes the following' deductions: 


"Bid order equipment at the bcpnninf of 


Federal control was Mocking the terminals and 
shops and roundhouses, and: durign 'Federal 
control a higher standard of maintenanij than 
before was maintained, so that at. th« end of 
Federla control- the railroads were in condition 
to meet the heaviest traffic demands in their 
history."

The remedies applied by, Director .General 


McAdoo may be summarized as follows :• 


An agreement with.railroad employees to ex- 


tend their hours of service to 70 per week; com- 
mon use of shop facilities; consolidation :of ter- 
minal facilities, elimination of onnefcessary ex- 
penditures in roundhouse operation,-construc- 


traffic was coordinated and priority order 
eliminated, cross hauling of coal was prevontet 
2,000 locomotives and 100,000 freight cars wer 
ordered; modification of the draft as applied i 
railroad men was obtained; free time for un 
loading cars reduced; demurrage charges in 
creased; passenger' travel curtailed in intere 
of troop movement, and other improvements i 
detail of operation. 


Some very striking financial comparisons ar 


made. In the first five months of 1918 th 
railroad executives operating the roads for th 
government showed, a deficit of $162,439,R94 
the last seven months of 1918 under direct Fed 
eral control. showed * deficit of only $53,666, 
020. 


The outstanding accomplishment of Pedera 


control.is thus stated by Mr. McAdoo: 


"The outstanding fact in that after private 


operation of the railroads had resulted in bring 
ing them hi 1917 to such a deplorable condition 
as to be a •menace' to the country, the Govern 
ment operated these roads for the year 191! 
with 'practically the same plant' as in 1915— 
the same lack of locomotives, the same poorly 
repaired freight ears, the same inadequate fa 
cilities and terminals and out-of-date round- 
houses and repair shopa,—and broke Tip the 
congestion of 'traffic; met every demand upon 
the transportation system of the country.; paid 
a living wage, to labor; paid to the owners over 
,$900,000,000 in rentals, which they could not 
possibly have earned under private control. 


"It is unfair and stupid, if not worse, to chal-

I quote this as 
the shortest expresion of a funda- 
mental belief expressed in the Bible 
over and over again in many ways 
and in many places, and a truth that 
is central both in the Old and the 
New Testaments. 
The Preacher 


furnishes an equally brief statement 
in the older revelation, in the words, 
"God that doeth all." 


This truth my father believed— 


and 'taught me to believe—not as 
one of things that are in the Bible 
and are therefore to be accepted as 
true in a vague and general sort of 
way. On' the contrary, he believet 
it as-did'the writer of Job, as di 
the author of the 104th psalm; he 
accepted it as St. Paul believed 
and as our lord-taught it, .that is 
as one of the most fundamental o: 
the/working beliefs of religion. . So 
it was .for. him and .therefor for me 
a central truth for the interpreta 
tion of thinking'and of life, arid ii 
enters'irito both in many dirpctions 
and on countless occasions. Let me 
follow it out along- one line only— 
that of God's relation to the work 
about us, especially the world ,ol 
life. That relation offers no diffi- 
culty to .one whoVaccepts the state- 
ments that I have quoted from the 
Bible and which it repeats in more 
speciflt form in scores of places. I 
can'not quote,'a tenth of the .pas- 
sages which, apply specifically this 
ireneral . truth about. the work"of 
3od—"of whom and through whom 
and to whom are all things.". -••;

I do not write this letter as a full

But I think that 
you may fairly learn from it how 
it has come about ahat I have taken 
part both in the religious-and the 
scientific activities of the world In 
which I have lived, with no thought 
of conflict or even division between 
them. I have never found it neces- 
sary to justify religion to science 
or to excuse science to religion. I 
have accepted both as equally divine 
revelations, and both as -equally 
wrought into the constitution of the 
world. I have believed that wisdom 
and might are God's and I have 
equally believed that science reveals 
to us how that might and that wis- j 
dom are expressed in the operation 
of the world. 
This has been m> 


faith for the past fifty yrars or 
more and I am hardly likely to 
abandon it now. 


There are two specific points to 


which I may give briefer notice. 
Mr. Bryan semed to dislike especi 
ally 
my objecting to his uniting 


religion to a "discredited scientific 
hypothesis." I think that the his- 
tory of the church gives good 
ground for my objection. In the 
fifteenth century people wei-3 tok 
that the dpctrien of a round work 
was "atheistic," and a century or 
so- later the Copernican astronomy 
was called "atheistic." The same 
term was applied to geology in the 
late eighteenth and early nineteenth 
centuries; 
and in the late nine- 


teenth century evolution was in like 
manner'called "atheistic' by men of 
whom Mr. Bry»n is a belated fol- 
lower. Who today looks back, with 
pride upon those earlier attempts to 
keep back science by the authority 
9*'. religj»n? Or was the cause of 
religion advanced when men were

Mr. Bryan will succeed Where his 
predecessors *ave .failed dismally 
during four centuries 


The fundemental error of all these 


people wag; in ' making religion de- 
pend f at,; all1 on specific scientific 
theories, .whethc- right or wrong. 
For however correct scientific the- 
ories may be ".today they may be 
changed;tomorrow and will probably 
,be almost unrecognizable a century 
hence. If, therefore, 
religion is 


tied up with any such theory, it is 
likely to,, be discarded by people 
whfh the theory has to be changed. 
Such an. attempted union may riot 
hurt science, and ordinarily' it does 
not; but-it is sure to hurt religion, 
and I have a right to protest 
against such injury. 


•Another .thing; that seems to 


trouble Mr, Bryan is the,fact that 
I told him that his teachings were 
"atheistic" rather than the teach- 
ing of evolution. -My comment was 
made to him atone and-I have never 
thought of repeating it to any one, 
mucb let* ot piakioc 


while I had every right to use his 
own word as he did and in the san, 
sense as he did, I recognize that it 
has no proper or accurate applica- 
tion to either view. In such discus- 
sions it is one of those terms of re- 
proach which theological disputants 
of the past used to throw at each 
other and which Mr. Bryon has in- 
herited from those disputes. 


But I h'ad a real meaning and 


purpose in thus calling the atten- 
tion of Mr. Bryan definitely and 
sharply to the religious harm tha: 
may come from his teachings. The 
central intellectual 
and spiritual 


problem of religion is today just as 
St Paul stated it tathe Athenian?. 
He told them that the chief end of 
man—the purpose for 
which 
Go.l 


made men and gave them their 
place 
on 
earth—was 
that ih<>y 


should "seek for God" and find Him 
who "made heaven and earth and all 
things that are therein" and who 
"giveth to all lie and breath and a!! 
things:": He told them the way of 
seeking—that we should "fen! .-ifU'r 
Him if haply.we might find Him" 
who is "not far 
away from every 


one of us." And he told them the 
result 
of 
such seeking—that w- 


should know that "in Him we iiv..- 
and .move and have our being." 


Now if St. Paul is right, of God is 


to be sought for and found in the 
things thta are "not far awa;: from 
every one of us" then those who 
urge us rather to look for God's 
creative activity in the remote PK' 
"do err, not knowing the scripr.irc-s. 
nor the power of God." They an: 
turnmgr.the seeker for God from the 
right track, and putting him on one 
that is only too likely to lead him 
away from God. 


Thfe harmful effect of such taech- 


ings was clearly seen in many of 
those .who used to oppose evolution. 
They told us' that we bear the im- 
»ge of God because of God's work 
in the creation of a remote ances- 
tor; but they never thought of 
telling us that God sent forth Ilia- 
spirit and created in His" image you 
and me and every baby that ever 
w*s born. 
They had to look far

'ashion man, and they talked like 
;hose who had never found the God 
who is dally and hourly giving to 
all of us life and breath and a!!
